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THE QUARREL IN THE NAVY.

If the dispute bevvaen the Hne and staff of

the navy gongernad culy the few hundred
gentlemen who offfoer our ships and naval
itations, we ahoull feol little disposition to
wke partin 4t AVE bslisve, howevery that'ie
s now  regehisd wpoint whioh™ fouches the
sfficiency of the service nnd intimately affects
ho whole country. Ap American vessel of
war, I thgprescut stile of thinP. it “he
tittle botter than s hell sfloat, nnless by good
fortune tho line and staff officers on board
h“l'l}*‘n to be men of_sach just temper, com-
mon genge, and mutual adepiability that by
their personal funlities they can neutralize
the misfortuned antailed by their false rela-
tions towsrds each other. How gpften it
chanees that all the officers of a ship are snch
paragons, our rveaders may guess for them-
selves,

The complaint of the &tnff officers is not a
mere senfimential grievance; or & (_|lt,m.-i!i¢.m of
a gold stripo h'hio?: can be settled by coaxin
them to go home and be quiet. Rank, wit
#s apcompanying pay, privileges, andhonors,
is n serious matter to a naval or military man,
the only material reward he ¢éan ever look to
after a long life of toil.  When the war broke
ont, and new pgrades were created in conse.
quence of the enlurged size and expanded du-
ties of the navy, sll the line officers were pro-
moted one or two degrees. The act of Con.
gress mnde no specinl mention of the staff,
but it wns taken for granted that the t&:qmne
was to advance them in proportion, when
the captaing were promoted to be commo-
dores, the surgeoms, engineers, and pay-
masters, ranking with captains, were
nssigned relative rank with commo-
dores, and 8o on through the list. That
Congress approved this interpretation of the
law 18 evident from the fact that during eight
years the Senate unbesitatingly confirmsd
npominations made in accordance with it, and
not a whisper of illegality was heard. But as
soon A8 Vice-Admiral Porter, who is generally
vegarded as the leader of the line in the pre-
sont quarrel, was placed in virtual charge of
the navy, it was discovered that all these pro-
motions were illegal. All the surgeons, engi-
neors, paymastors, and constructors were
consequently degraded. their pay being at
the same time of course rednced, so that
now the highest grade a staft officer can
obtain is the assimilated rank of captain,
The senior staff officer on the aotive list has
been forty-three years in the service, and has
beld his present rank nearly thirty-eight years,
No captain in the line and only eight of the
twonty-five cormmodores have been so long in
the service, DBut the question is not only
whether the stafl shall bave rank in propor-
tion to the line, but whether they shall virtu-
ally have any raunk at all. The line officers
now declare that they ought to take prace-
dence of the staff on.nll oecasions, atloat and
ashore. The spruce” little midshipman just
out of sohool must ontrank the surgeon who
may have assisted in bringing him into the
world, Of course the executive officers in
charge of a ship must have anthority over all
on board; nobody disputes that; but relative
rank does not imply a divided command, and
the staff do not ask that under any eircum-
stanoces they shall exercise the powers which
properly belong to the line,

There are certoin mysterious privileges of
the cabin and the mess table involved in this
controversy which we do not profess to under-
stand and do not mnch care for, But it seems
to us that a class of ~Zcrss whose services
are highly important to the country are now
subjected to a contemptuous treatment which
wonld probably drive most of them out of the
service if they were not wedded to it by long
custom, or were sure of immediate employ-
ment in civil life. As a rule we don’t believe
they are dangerous and violent men who need
to be kept under. We don't believe thaé
mutiny and general disorganization will be the
ipevitable resnlt of tieating them civilly.
Wo believe that their manners and morals
will not corrupt the fighting officers who seem
so loth to associaté with them, and their
duties do not unfit them for the society of

oentlemen. A line officer is educated from

oyhood for his special duties at the expense
of the country. But onr surgeons, our engi-
neors, our paymasters, and our naval con-
structors we must get ready-made. We cer-
tainly shall not get good ones unless we offer
them some inducement to serve us,

MRE. BUMNER'S FINANCIAL BSCHEME,
Prom the N, ¥, World,

Mr, Sumner's plan for refunding the na-
tional debt is not worth much discnssion at
preaent; because, whatever its merits, it is
not immedistely practicable. Even if we
shared his sanguine estimate, and believad
that the Five-twenties of 1862 could be re-
funded this year in five per cent. Ten-forties,
weo should nevertheless thinlk that part of the

rojeot premature and ill-judged. For if the

tovernment can borrow at five per cent, be-
fore the resumption of r.lpeoio payments, it
could borrow at a much less rate after re-
sumption; and thers would be no economy in
pinding the nation to pay a disadvantageouns
rate for so long & period as ten years. Mr,
Sumner proposes to substitule five hundred
millions of Ten-farty bonds for the same
amount of Five-twenties, The saving of in
terest would be one per cent., amounting to
nly five millions a year; a trivial gain even
f the substitution conld be sccomplished,
nd a damage to the publioc oredit if it shonld

e vainly attempted. The connlry nesds

mmediate relief, not from five millions of

unnal taxes, bul from a hundred millions;

nd this relief could be had at once by reduc-
ing the révenueto the actual necessities of
expenditure, and postponiug, for the present,
the polioy of diminikbing the principal of the
debt,

Mr. Sumner, to do him justice, has a clear
percoption of the absurdity of the spasmodic
strain upon the national resources over which
Mr. Boutwell and his blind eunlogisis are so
fond of bragging. With his fondness for far-
fetchod illnstrations, he likens Boutwell's
policy to the famouns charge at Balaklava,
when the six hundred rode “into the jaws of
death, into the mouth of hell,” as Tennyson
sung fit. ““This is fine,"” said a eool mili-
tary & of the charge, “‘but it is not
war.” Apd in our financial policy, Mr, Sum.
ner, althongh he does not guote this line of
the t, thinks that “somebody has blun-
dered.” He says of Boutwell's tremendous
financial ride into the jaws of death, into the
mouth of hell, “thls may all be ve;y fine, but
it is not business,” The credit of the Gov-
srument is not promoted by taxing the coun-
try into poverty to pay debts before they are

me. It is as if a farmer should sell his
longhs and his seed-wheat and keep hia
lalds barren to prepsy the next year's interest

n a mortgage. : .

First of all, tho urgent € to be done
to relieve i-h'l' lmln'-'g’ of “::3 connfry adm
the crosling Burden of needless taxos. My,
Boutwell bossts thashe is prapaylug the pub-
lic debl, in advapce of its mat at e
rale of a hundred millions'a yoar, Tha taxes
may be safely redoced to bhe full amount of
these  unealled-for advances, Who would
bave o right to ecompluin? Nobt the {mblic
ereditors; for their principal is not due in
ifteen yonrs, and meanwhile the Government
discharges every obligation to them if it
yuises moncy encugh to pay the inferest. The
suffering people will not complain; for relief
from taxes is the very thing they are socking.
If anybody complaing, it will bo.a set of ahallow,
gnsconnding demagogues, who fanoy thatit is
finer for the country to be getting ont of debt
than to be gelting rich. Pray, what is the
object, wherein les the advantage of ro-
funding the national debt, whioh Boutwell,
Sumner, and sverybody, unite in regarding
ps dekirable? They tell us that it will lighten
the taxes, But if it were possible fo refund
the whole debt to-morrow at four per cent.,
the relief wonld be only half as great as wonld
result from bringing the present revenue of
the Government down to its present wants,
The greater relief is practicable; the lésser
roliafis. for the present, impossible, Why
not, thon, do at onee what ean easily be done
at ence, and proceed to cope with the difficult
problems after the simple one is solved? Lot
the burden be first reduced by simply taking
off taxes which are not needed, and then lat
us do our bost to reduce them still further by
exchanging the six per cent, bonds for others
at a lower rate.

My, Sumner's views respecting the justice
of spreading a large portion of the debt over
future generations, are sound and aptly illns-
trated. The war, he says (following Mr,
Wells), has cost the North upwards of six
thousand millions, and Bonly abonut twenty-
four hundred millions now remain as debt.
The results of the war will benefit all future
generations: and every generation more than
this, which has borne so great a proportion
of the burden. Has mnot this generation
already done its share, and far more than its
share, in defraying the cost of the war?
Of its actual money cost we have paid more
than three-fifths; we have borne all the
anguigh, all the mourning, all the sundering
of dear domestic ties; and on this genera-
tion falls the whole burden of deranged
industry, disordered currency, and finan-
cial peril, which are the evil legacy of a
great war. This generation has done its part;
and posterity will huve no reason to impugn
its equity, if, with the greater portion of the
benetits, it transmits also some share of the
burdens. This roasoning would hold, even
if the population and resources of the coun-
tr’\r were to remain stationary; but ns these
will be tenfold their present amonnt within
the next century, the }mmlen will ba sproad
out so thin by diffusion as to be scarcely felt,
At any rate, we have done our part towards
the extinetion of the prineipal, Il we faith-
fully pay the inlerest, and refund the debt on
terms favorable to those who are to come
after us, they will owe us, not complaints,
but gratitude,

The refunding of the debt comes next in
order after the resumption of specie pay-
ments, iansmuch as successful rofunding de-
pends upon the national eredit, and the
national eredit can never be good so long as
an inflated and unstable currency holds over
all our business a constant menace of con-
vulsion. Mr. Sumner's schems therefore
deserves attentive examination only so far as
it bears upon a return to the specie basia.
That is too extensive a subject tus enter
upon &t present, and we postpone it to
another day.

FREE LOVE, FREE DIVORCES, CON-
FLICTING STATE LAWS, AND GENE-
RAL DEMORALIZATION,

A whole chain of reforms is nesded in onr
laws relating to marringe and divoroe, and
first of all, we think, we waot a now amend-
ment to the Constitntion of the United States
whoreby from Congress we may have a uni-
form and general law of marringe and di-
vorce operafing over all the length and
breadth of the land alike, It has come to
this neecssily of a general law ef Congreas
for the regulation of railroads and telagraphs,
for which Congress haa the power, and it has
come to this necessity of a general luw tonch-
ing marriago and divoree, for which Congress
ought to have the power; for tho day when
conflicting State laws affeoting the order of
society might be tolerated has, with the in.
troduction of railroads and telegraphs, passed
awsy. Therefore ws want an amendment to
the national Constitution giving power Lo
Congress to make uniform laws regulating
the institution of marriage and the lust resort
of divorce.

MORE OF ADMIRAL PORTER'S ECO-
NOMILS.
From the N. ¥, Sun,

Among Admiral Porter's so-called reforms
of the Navy Department is tho establishment
of o torpedo corps, composed of a superin-
tendent and about twenty assistants, The
navy report_fails to explain exnetly why the
country needs gich a corps in time of peage.

Then, too,we have asignal corps organized
upon the aray prineiplo;with its snperintend-
ent, nnmerons assistants, and hundrods of
men now being instructed in tho mysterions
signs which go to make up the code. Wa
also have tbhe new grades of seamen—gia-
ners, machinists, eoppersmiths—all at hirher
rates of pay thuan were fonuerly given to
others performing these dutiss, but with-
ont at all decreasing the nnmber employed in
other grades,

But a leak of for more importance-—one
nof originully ereated, but permitied to con-
tinue by the present administration—is the
order giving an inorense of 35§ per cont,
upon the salary of every officer. In 146U
Congress tacked to the Naval Appropriation
bill u clause repealing an act which repealed
another act passed [1’& 1812, making certain
smull allowances to oflicers for guarters and
fuel. Hecretary Welles therenpon issued a
general order stating that, as t<e apportion-
went of the allowances under this revived
law would be attended with much diffioulty,
avery omaeer would be allowed In liva thoreof
an addition to bis salary of 534 per cent, The
order at the time it was issned created much
oxcitement, and the press denounced the
measure upon the gronnd that by a single
stroke of Mr. Welles' pen more than §2,000,-
000 were added to the expenses of the Gov-
ernment, The attention of Congress was
finally direoted to the subject, and a resolu-
tion was introdooced calling upon the Secre-
tary to explain his authority to issue such an
order, and jwhat amount was necessary to
carry out its provisions. There the matter
dropped, the resolution being tabled, and
finally the order was forgotten.

Upon the accession of BSecretary Borie
great anxiety was felt throughout the service
lest the famous order should share the fate
of others issued by Mr. Welles., IHad Admiral
Porter not been on hand prevent it, this
might have been the case; but his 7000 per
year was increased under this order to
138, and resecinding it was therefore out of
the question; and to this day more than
#2,000,000 per year are expended in paying
these one-third additionnl salaries.

Let us see if the majority of officers need
it. There are over fifty young Lisutenant.
Commanders from 20 to 25 years of age, who
receive the following salary for their distin-
guished services: —

And so on throughout the service. In the

easo of older officers, who are few in number,
no doubt the salary allowed by law is quite
small enough, in fact it shonld be increased;
but our one hundred and eighty Licutenant-
Commanders and all below that grade, both
in the line and staff, are paid far more than
their services are worth and more than the
country can afford. Before the war Lisuten-
auts were paid $1500 per year, and did not
attain that rank till years after graduating.

It is to be hoped that Congress will give
this matter the attention it deserves, and at
once sholish the old law under whioh this
allowance is made. Nothing can be plainer
than the faot that the navy needs s thorough
reconstruction. ‘The many sbuses which have
crept into if, the jealousies and bickerings
between different olasses of its officers, and
the fnghtful extravagance shown in the ad-
ministration of ifs affairs, have driven it into
its present lamentable state of inefliciency.

Benator Sumnoer boldly tells those who
are for merciless taxation that the national
~debt was inourred for succeeding generationy
no lean than for oursal ves;, and that posterity
ought to tuke its part in paying it off. The
resonrcen of the pedple are being' steained
now to the last point,” Buppose we had an-
other war upon our hands, where should we
find the money with which to earry it on?
Wao shounld bes obliged to stop paying off the
debt in any case. But could a people long
suffering from pitiless depletion at the hands
of tax-gatherers be expected to pay enormonsly
ingreased taxes for the purposes of the hour?
It ia not only shortsighted to keep up the
present rate of taxation in time of peace; it is
ubsolutely dangerous,

It is said that we are bound to prove to the
world that we can and will pay onr debt,
Who on earth doubts it now ? !:‘?hu that we
ghould care to convince supposes that we
have not the power to pay our debt in & rea-
sonable time? We nre now usbsolutely
wasting our energies in the attempt to com-
ply with a crochet of a few doctrinaires,
all of whom are unfamiliar with economio
science, and have been carried away by a fig-
ment of their own brains. Who does not
smart every day from excessive taxation in
one form or other ? We were bound to bear
it once, There was no help for it. Bat we
ought to be relieved now, and all the more
cheerfully because we made manya heavy
sacrifice without a murmur; all through the
time of peril. The Government ought not
now to say, “*“While you are willing to pay,
we wlll take care to squeeze as much as pos-
sible out of you,” but rathor take up a liberal
position towards a poople who have been so
generons to it,

We shall not diseuss the bill introduead by
Benator Sumner until other plans already pro-
mised are before us, But we are glad to find
that he is prepared to raise his voice in
Congress in favor of a policy which has
renson, justice, and safety to recommend it.
““fho country,” he says, ‘‘is uneasy under
its heavy burdens. War taxes shonld not be
peace taxes; and so long as the present sys.
tem continnes there is a constunt and painfal
memento of wnr, while business halts in
chains and life Lends under the load.” He
procends to show thal we are impoverishing
ourselves now in order to pay onr obligations
long before they become due, but that, on the
olher hand, if we reduce the taxes, onr re-
sources will be immeasurably incransed, *‘the
country will bLreathe freer, business will ba
more elpstie, life will be easier, and the
nufional debt will cense to be a burden, be-
coming fine by degrees; nnd beautifully less,
until it gradually censes to exist.” We com-
mend every word of this statemoent to the ear-
nedt attention of the Administration, It is
childish to meet this post reasonable appeal
to the Government for relief with the ery,
‘‘You are running away from your party.”" It
is in the true interests ot the Government
that we entreat it to open its eyes to the vast
importance of touking off some of the load
under which the people of this country are
now langnighing, and from which they are
erying with one voice to be reliseved,
